here this morning. 

As soon as the purported interview 
was called to his attention, the Presi- 
dent directed Secretary Loeb to send 
to the correspondent of the Parisien, 
who was received at Sagamore Hill, 
the following telegram: 

OYSTER BAY (N. Y.) Sept. 13. 
1905.—Gaston Richard, Hotel Lafayette, 
New York. The President directs me to 
say to you that the alleged interview 
with him published In this morning's 
papers is not only an absolute fabrica- 
tion, wholly without basis of truth, 
but that your conduct in obtaining 
permission to see him under false pre- 
tenses is thoroughly dishonorable. 

you came to eee the Presi- 
dent you informed him that you were 
the grandson of Marshal Augeresu; 
that you had been at the battle of 
Mukden, with the Russian army, and 
with the Japanese army afterward; 
that you understood thoroughiy that 
you could have no interview of any 
kind and that you simply wished to 
pay a respect to him. 

Under these circumstances, the 
President received you and listened to 
your account of your experiences with 
the Japanese and the Russians and 
spoke to you also of the deeds of Mar- 
shal Augereau and of Napoleon's other 
generals. 

The President had no conversation 
with you regarding the terms of peace 
and your account of your alleged in- 
terview with him i« a fabrication from 
beginni to end. without any founda- 
tion in et; and both your untruth- 
fulness and your obtaining permission 
to see him under false pretenses the 
President considers highly dishonor- 


ble.

Baron Rosen, the Russian Ambasea- 
dor and associate of M. Witte as Rus- 
sian peace plenipotentiary at the Ports- 
mouth conference, was a guest today 
of the President and Mrs, Roosevelt 
at luncheon. The engagement was 
made on the request of Ambaesador 
Rosen, but the nature of his mission 
here was nat disclosed. 

Ambassador Rosen arrived here from 
New York on the 12:20 p.m. train and 
Was conveyed to Sagamore Hill in one 
of the President's carriages, which was 
in waiting for him. He said he had 
come to take juncheon with the Presi- 
dent, but declined to give the specific 
Object,of his visit. 

“How soon will the imperial ordi- 
nance abolishing retaliatory treaties 
on American machinery go into ef- 
fect?” the Ambassador was asked. 

“Just as soon as passed,” he replied 
“The precise date I do not know.” 

On the eve of his departure from 
America, M. Witte, the Russian envoy, 
extended to President Roosevelt by 
telegraph his “heartfelt thanks” for 
the “ cordial welcome” and the “uniform 
courtesy” given to the envoys by the 
American government and people.

Wealthy Lady's Friends Say 
. She Was Abused. 


| Mysterious Disappearance of 


Paluable Jewels. 


Startling developments came out 
yesterday in the case of Mrs. A. |... 
Hollister, who was found at her home 
on South Olive street Friday morning, 
almost asphyxiated. 

As a result, it is claimed, «f in- 
human treatment. the unfortune.e 
woman has lost her mind. 

Blame for the pitiful conditivn of 
the woman, who for some tin has, ap- 
peared eccentric and who chose to live 
_ alone in her luxurious home,is heaped 
by friends upon the servants. 

When found by the man-of-all-work, 
Mrs. Hollister lay in her nightdress 
stretched across the bed in her elegant 
boudoir. She was, unconscious and 
the gas jet was turned almost full on. 


man voluntéered to get a professional. 
nurse to attend the woman. 

All efforts to arouse Mrs. Hollister 
proved unavailing, and by the

called to the case the sorely afflicted 
woman was left in the charge of the 
nurse summoned by a servant. 
Friends of Mrs. Hollister claim the 
woman is not a graduate nurse and 
they further assert that the servants 
and boon companions spent the nights 
and days in carousal without an at- 
tempt to ald the stricken Mrs. Hol- 
lister. 

They tell a harrowing tale of the 
experiences of Mrs. Hollister during 
the time she was in the hands of seif- 
appointed caretakers and@® declare the 
lady was kept under the influence of 
drugs. 

More serious charges than drunken- 
ness are preferred. Those who have 
taken the affairs of Mrs. Hollister in 
charge declare that some of her valu- 
able jewelry is missing and last night 
they say her empty purse was found. 
Certain it is that since Friday morn- 
ing Mrs. Hollister has remuined in a 
stupor from which it was most dim- 
cult to arouse her and her condition 
was so pitiful that yesterday she was 
taken to the California Hospital. 
During the morning she raved in 
delirium and at times would throw her- 
self on the floor, declaring that some 
one was laughing at her. 

‘This thought seemed to have im- 
pressed itself upon the poor woman's 
mind and she seemed to see persons 
mocking her in her misery. 

The servants and the nurse were dis- 
charged yesterday morning and 
friends of Mrs. Hollister took charge of 
the house.

SANITARY CONDITIONS WOULD 
BE IMPROVED. 


Health Officer Points Out Some Ad- 
vantages of the Proposed City and 
County Consolidation—Entire Con- 
trol of River Should be in re 
Hands. 


Among the great benefits witken the 
consolidation of the city and county 
governments would bring, are. vastly 
better sanitary’ conditions in the en- 
tive district comprising the new gounty- 

clty. 
This is the opinion of Dr. L. M. 
Powers, for over ten years health 
officer of Los Angeles, and wh@ dur- 
ing that time has made a record as 
a thoroughly competent official. 

Dr. Powers says that uniform ordi- 
nances pertaining to the regulation of 
the health of inhabitants in all of the 
territory hereabouts will greatly im- 
prove conditions in the —— dis- 
tricts and small towns. 


At the prevent time, each town and 
eity has different health — ordinances | 
and regulations. One thing obiains in 
one town, while an entirely different 
ordinance governs ii another. Dr. | 
Powers deciares that the neighboring 
health officials are doin very good 
work, considering the difficulties ender 
which they are laboring, but he pointed 
out that so many and so different rules 
are bound to result in confusion. 

With one law for all of the near-by 
towns, and all controlled by on@ of- 
fice, the greatest difficulties in the way 
of better health would be brushed 
away 

For the city people one of the great 
advantages would be that they would 
know when they took their outing at 
the beach that the same careful watch 
was maintained to keep their surrognd- 
as healthful as in their city homes. 

Powers believes that if consolida- 


tion takes place, the emailer towns 
will enjoy much purer food.

AY INCREASE 
LICENSE TAX. 


NOT ENOUGH REVENUE TO PAY 
CURRENT EXPENSES. 
Politiciane Favor Increasing the 
License Rates on Trades, Profes- 
sions and Lines of Business, Also 
Widening the Scope of the Present 


Ordinance. 

Casting about for ways and means 
to imorease the city's revenue during 
the present fiscal year, the politicians 
at the City Hall are turning greedy 
eyes upon the license ordinance. 

Los Angeles at the time 
raises about $30,000 a month in li- 
censes. The amounts to be collected 
fram the different trades, professions 
and lines of business are fixed by ordi- 
mance, and, like a commercial sched- 
ule, are subject to change without no- 
tice other than publication in the of- 
ficial paper. 

Word has been passed down the line 
that the license rate on a number of 
kinds of business is entirely too low, 
that it should be doubied and in some 
cases quadrupled. It is oniy during 
lhe last two years that the city has 
levied a license, “for revenue only,” 
and the claim is made that the rev- 
enue from the present license orli- 
nance is not much more than half 
what it should be. 

The suggestion has been made that 
the first increases sholild inciude a 30 
per cent. rise in the tax on saloons. 
This sugggstion does not r-eet with 
very enthusiastic approval from the 
politicians, who are favoring the raise 
in Meenses; they prefer to receive the 
eXtra revenue from the saloon nien 18 
a campaign contribution. But a ma- 
jority of the saloon men themselves 
are wiiling to stand a $25 a month 
rise, provided the fees for other lines 

usiness are !| at the same 
time. 

In the last budget estimate, no pro- 
vision was m for replenishing the 


“general fund.” This méans that the 


Onivy money going into that fund shail 
be what is known as “emergency 
If the license rate should be 
the extra revenue secured 
be credited to the general fund. 
A call of $7600 on this fund has been 
occasioned by the récent water bond 
election.

two outeast women. 

It is Im the nature of 4 jury famine. 
Where wil] jurers cnough te foun! to 
try the cases? 

Yesterday the first of these women 
came before the Police Ccurt. To th 
considerable chazvin of ths officiasws, #he 
not only entered a ple: of not guil*y, 
but demanded a trial by jury. 

Experience has taught the Polli>e 
Court justices that no less a venire 
than fifty can be summoned in the first 
instance to try such a case. Often two, 
pro o% sometimes even four extra 

venires have to be summonel éfore 
an unprejudiced, qualified jury can be 
found. It is not an uncommon thing 
to summon seventy-five men, or more 
than this number. 

Owing to the unusual stir that has 
been made over these cases, it is fai- 
to assume that it will be more difficult 
than ustial to secure jurors. 

But supposing that it takes only an 
aver venire of seventy-five men to 
furnish each jury. the police will be 
om to find 6150 men qualified to 
One of the city prosecutors stated 


yesterday that he honestly believes 
close to 10,000 men will be necessary to 
supply suitable juries in case these 
women are disposed to make al! the 
trouble they can. ' 

This estimate is probably placing the 
number too high.

METEORIC CAREER OF ROBSON 
UNFOLDED IN COURT. 


Englishman of Fine Education and 
Splendid Presence and Physique, 
Elects to Lead the Life of an Ad- 
venturer, Practical Joker and Low- 


The meteoric career of the iate 
Thomas Smith Robson, scion of British 
aristocracy, whose pod luck, dare-de*!! 
life forms one of the strangest stories 
of erratic adventure ever penned, i¢ 
being exploited in Judge James's court, 
in the trial of a claim for board and 
lodging supplied to Robson. 

Robson died Januray 12, 1904, in the 
home of Benjamin Balmer on Bixe! 
street, and ieft an estate in California 
appraised at about $14,000. The Ba!mers 
are now clatming $4160 as remunera- 
tion for the keep of this Englishmen 
from January 16, 1902, up to the date 
of his Geaih, and suit is brought 
against Thomas E. K. Cormac of San 
Francisco, administrator of the estate 
in California. McNutt & Hannon ap- 
pear for the plaintiff, and Groff & 
Spangler represent the administrator. 

Robson left a@ will in which most of 
his property wes lief: to hs brother, 
the only close relative he had in the 
world. But there was no similarity 
between these brothers; while the one 
. who died in this city was a jolly, rey- 
stering, mad-cap fellow of splendid 
gifte, Thomas Snowdon Robson is the 
personification of English respectabii- 
ity, and writes “K.C.M.P.” after his 
name. Both brothers for a time lived 
together at No, 26 Eaton + one 
of the somber but eminent aristo- 
cratic squares of London, but Tom Rob- 
son dimmed the dignity of the family 
traditions, and was sent on his trave's. 

About twelve years ago he arrived 
in Los Angeles as brakebeam tourist. 
White his parents lived he received bie 
“remittance” regularly, and finally 
took a !ump eum out of the estate and 
planned a wild and hilarious biew-out 
for himself and his friends. Possessed 
of a splendid physique, alcoho! burned 
out the tiesue inside the «hell and at 
62 years of age this Bohemian wan- 
derer was-all in. He lived only at 
night, and siept during the daylight 
hours. When he wished te have 4 qu'‘et 
evening, he would order a dozen quarts 
of the best bottled beer, drinking the 


entire consignment before the sun 
arose in the morning. 
In early life Robson took degrees at 


rd and Heidelberg. and honorery 

titles from other institutions of ‘earn- 
ing. He was @n expert chemisi, a 
student of law. a mean of leiters, end 
@ fuent linguist in the more important 
tongues of modern Europe. Fourteen 
years ago he arrived tn Denver with 
fourteen trunks, and a confuming de- 
sire to carve out an unusual path. 
did tt. Sending all his belongings on 
prospecting outfits into the desert, he 
took up with a villainous army officer, 
whese only asset waa his titie. Cutting 
foose from his friends he expended his 
last cent In getting to Montreal, where 
he and his military friend biluffed thetr 
way into a fashionable hotel. They 
then went to work aa reporters on the 
Montreal Star, until some of their pec- 
cadillices were discovered, and. they 
found li eonvenientd to leave the city. 

Robson next bobbed up in Boston, 
where he became a walter in a 10-cent 
restaurant, but that was work, 
and he tramped to Roxbury in the 
snow of midwinter with.only green ap- 
ples as food for ten days. He was 
found by a wealthy New Yorker, who 
was charmed with Robson's geniality 
and cultivated taste, and he wanted to 
make Kim general agent of a iarge 
colonization scheme. Bui to work for 
another man was too humiliating for 
this Engiiph dfiettante, and he again 
took the road as a stove tinker, fina'ly 
beating his way to Montana on @ stock 
train. En route he made the acquaint- 
ance of an actor, who owned 4 large 
farm. and who offered to ~ul 
Robson to work at 4 good salary. But 
five miles before hia destination was 
reached Robson dropped off the train, 
and gave his actor friend the ged 

Tramping the larger part of the way. 
this unresiful Exngliishenan reached 
Northern California, etirring up a band 
of reservation Indiane to wild deeds 
Just for the excitement and novelty. 
He remained with the savages for sev- 
eral months. San Francisco was his 
next stopping place, but he remained 
there a very short time and then re- 
eerved a brakebeam section for Los 
Angeles, and arrived here twelve years 
ago. Mr. .and Mra. J. R. Carson, who 
conducted the “Old Curiosity Shop” on 
North Main street, were accidentally 
broughi! into contact with Robson. and 
perewaded him to write home to his 
famfiy. He did so. and then discovered 
that hie father was dead, and that he 
and his brother shared the estate. He 
didn’s care for money save for the 
good it might do—the other fellow: bud 
when his empty purse was replenished 
Robson started out on a series of thrill- 
ing experiences. 
He engaged a suite at the Van Nuys, 
and then went outside and rented a 
room in a 2-cent lodging-house to 
sieep in. Friends rallied around now, 
and with these choice adherents. Rob- 
son mede a bet that he could take a 
woman of certain notoriety to one of 
the best hote's and get an apartment— 
and did it with a hatful of money for 
the night clerk. A rapid trip to San 
Franciseo foliowed, and there he sent 
out invitations for @ reunion and con- 
versazgione of all the burns and dead- 


grand feed. and these 
kept guessing what kind fate had sent 
such a generous fool along.

Robson 
discovered that a sewer trench was 
being opened on Main street, and in a 
spirit of practical) joking employed a 
gang of men to fill up, abd night, the 
trench opened during the day. He then 
employed several undertakers, and had 
horses end strings of funeral coaches 
| at hie friends’ doors during sundry aft- 
ernoon hours. About a hundred boye 
rushed pel)-me!! into eae busy drug store 
one morning in answer to a piece of 
Robeon's fake advertising. 

Tiring. of this kind of thing, Robson 
started for England. Stopping at New 
York he bought a band organ and a 
monkey from an Italian ¢treet musi- 
clan, and performed with the same up 
and down Fifth avenue until arrested 
‘and put in jail. In Paris some one 
handed him a bad france piece, and he 
became so angry that to show his dis- 
dain for money he emptied all his 
money down a sewer, and was ieft 
penniless. When resupplied, he started 
out to make a scientific demonstration 
| of the insidious effects of constant ab- 
sinthe drinking. and informed his 
friends that he was now engaged In a 
work that would benefit humanity. 
Thi* experiment resulted in his being 
locked up in a private asylum. 

Going to London his brother was pre- 
sumabiy not overjoyed to see him, for 
his ways were scarcely those of the 
dignified member of Parliament. But 
this erratic genius took a huff at a 
speech made by his brother in Parlia- 
ment, and put out for Venice. There 
he set to work to organize the gondo- 
liers into two factions, got them at log- 
gerheads and involved in a tremen- 
dous fracas.-end then fled away in the 
night. Returning to Paris he remained 
for a year or two, but ultimetely re- 
turned to thie city, where he died. 

According to the testimony yesterday 
for the year prior to hia death he was 
broken down, and scarcely able to help 
himself. For the care and atteniion

The 
blow, if it falls—and the chances for its 
doing $0 are strong—will fall on Japan 
herself and upon her people, If it be 
true that the average Jap can live on 
no more than it requires to feed a rat, 
his opportunity to display his abilities 
in that direction now appear to be ex- 
cellent. Job's turkey lived the life of 
a gourmand and an epicure compared 
to the life that the people of Japan will 
be compelled to live for generations to 
come, unless the pitying gods of Shinto 
ey work many miracles in their be- 
The Times is not gloating over these 
probable conditions. The good heart 
does not rejoice over other people's 
misery, whether the skin of them be 
white, black, red or yellow. We are 
merely barking back to the days when 
the pro-Japanese press of America 
went fool wrong, and, besides turning 
an ungreteful back on an old and tried 
friend, committed the almost equally 
heinous error of encouraging the 
Japanese to put themselves into a hole 
from which they perhaps cannot ex- 
tricate themselves for a century to 
come, if ever. 


N IMPORTANT DECISION. 

The State Supreme Court has 
just rendered an important and far- 
reaching decision which is of more 
than ordinary interest. The case came 
to the court on appeal from San Fran- 
cisco. Dora Heath sustained a broken 
arm as the result of falling through a 
defective sidewalk and brought suit 
against a former Board of Public 
Works of the city to recover. She was 
awarded damages to the amount of 
$5000, and the case was appealed to the 
Supreme Court. The latter, in sustain- 
ing the lower court, decides that the 
Board of Public Works of the city, 
and their sureties, are directly and 
personally responsible for all damages, 
to the amount of their bonds, granted 
in suits brought for injuries caused by 
defective streets, sewers, and other 
municipal property under their juris- 
diction. 

It is unnecessary to discuss, here, 
the methods of reasoning by which the 
court arrived at its decision, which 
seems to be at variance in some re- 
spects with decisions rendered in other 
States in similar cases. Usually the 
suit is against the city direct, and the 
decision is against or in favor of the 
city, as the case may be, instead of 
against officers of the city and their 
sureties. In this case the action was 
against the members of a former 
board, but it hardly seems that this 
fact would affect the principle in- 
volved. If ex-members of a board are 
responsible in such cages, acting mem- 
bers would surely be amenable to the 
same responsibility. 

It is a maxim of law that a principal 
is responsible for the acts of his 
agents. The city is in the position of 
principal, and members of the Board 
of Public Works are its agents. It is 
difficult to understand how the city in 
such a case can escape responsibility, 
if responsibility is to rest anywhere. 
At all events, if the amount of dem- 
ages should exceed the amount of the 
members’ bonds, the city would clearly 
be responsible for the excess. 

This decision will operate to make 
the position of member of a Board of 
Public Works less desirable than it has 
heretofore been regarded by patriots 
overwilling to be sacrificed on the 
altar of the public service. If they 


and their sureties are to be held per- 


be sure, to which evén Boston might 
well point with pride.

The State 
Census Bureau has gone to the length 
of instituting a searching inquiry 
among the women of the State (that is 
to say, the married women.) in the 
hope that the cause or causes of race 
suicide may be discovered and if pos- 
sible remedied. This investigation, 
we are informed from inside sources, 
has not yet been completed; but it has 
gone far enough to show that “there 
is a preponderance of old maids and 
cats in the State.” 

This is not a satisfactory explanation. 
by any means. The most that can be 
said for it is that it brings us right 
up against the fundamental question, 
“Why is an old maid?” Also against 
the cognate and equally difficult ques- 
tion, “Why is acat?” These problems 
will have to be solved before substan- 
tial progress can be made in the in- 
vestigation of the race suicide question. 
But let them pass, for the present. 

It seems that in their pursuance of 
this interesting if unprolific investiga- 
tion, the statesmen of Massachusetts 
have deemed it advisable to call in 
experts in vital statistics. These sharps 
have made what seems to be an im- 
portant discovery, if not a complete 
solution of ip distressing phenome- 
non. They ve found, upon ex- 
haustive research, that for some sea- 
sons past, owing to unfavorable 
meteorological conditions, the bean 
crop in Massachusetts has been short 
0 short, In fact, as virtually to com- 
pel the denizens of Boston (and pre- 
sumably of other sections) to partake 
of other than their normal diet—beans. 
At first glance, there is of course no 
visible connection between beans and 
an abnormally low birth-rate. But the 
investigators have gone far deeper 
than the mere surface. They find that 
the change of diet from beans to meat 
and other things is “enervating,” in 
addition to being expensive. The 
enervating effect of abstinence from 
a bean diet has not as yet been ac- 
curately measured, but Boston wil) 
certainly not rest content until it shall 
have been determined to the minutest 
detail, by quantitative analysis. Now 
that this matter is under investiga- 
tion, Boston will never give it up with- 
out going to the bottom of the whole 


subject. 

The interesting discovery has also 
been made that “the additional cost of 
eating meat instead of the succulent 
bean has frightened many young per- 
sons out of matrimony.” This is of 
course responsible for a large decline 
in the birth-rate. But we are inclined 
to the opinion that the real solution of 
the problem lies in—beans, Give the 
Bostonese their customary diet of 
beans, without needless restrictions as 
to quality or quantity, and they will do 
the rest. Race suicide will be a thing 
of the past. The problem will have 
been solved, and the country will have 
been saved once more. :

ARREST OF POPULATION. 


The Increase is Noticeably Smalier in 
Most States Than it Was Twenty 
Years Aco. 


{Philadelphia Press:] When the 
Iowa census this year showed a loss in 
population of 15,000 in five years, from 
1900 to 1905, it was credited to the de- 
crease in the farming population. Every 
city over 5000 population had gained, 
the total being 77,000. In all the towns 
under 5000 population each and the 
farming districts had lost in five years 
some 92.000 in population. Minnesota 
proves, by its census, to have grown 
in five years but 225,000, credited wholly 
to the village and city population. In 
the laet decade Minnesota gained one- 
third, 33.7 per cent., in ten years, or 8.37 
per cent. in a year. In the past five 
years it has gained only at the rate of 
13 per cent. or in one year at the rate 
of 2.6 per cent. The farming popula- 
tion has ceased to grow. ; 

But it is not only the farming popu- 
lation which suffers arrest. Massachu- 
setts, which is more than half city or 
town over 5000, has a disappointing re- 
turn in its census for 19%. Taking 
the increase in the previous decade, a 
growth in population was expected ang 
predicted of 375,000. The actual in- 
crease is barely half this, 193,612. 

The rate of increase, 6.9 per cent., is 
half that for twenty years back. it 
was about the same, 7.9 per cent., 
to 1880, and 8.9 per cent., 1899 to 1885; 
but this is the only time it has ever 
been as low, and of the earlier decade, 
the firet five years, 1875 to 1880, were 
years of great financial depression. 
The past five years have been years 
of overflowing prosperity. Yet the in- 
crease in population In Massachusetts 
drops one-half. The addition to popu- 
lation In five years is no longer than 
was thirty years ago in five years, when 
the inhabitants of the State numbered 
only fialf as many as now. 

The same arrest of population is in 
progress all over the country. No State 
is likely to show in this decade the in- 
crease of the past. Our national in- 
crease, which has been jogging along 
at about 25 per cent. in ten years, is 
about to make a drop to 12 to 16 per 
cent. In ten years a little above the 
average of thriving European countries 
like Germany and England. 

Our birth rate is decreasing. The 
size of families is smaller. The wed- 
dings are as numerous. The christen- 
ings are fewer. Half the immigranis 
who come over go back. Each year the 
proportion of those who return grows 
a little bigger. 

Our population is fast coming to the 
European rate of increase. But wealth 
grows. The amount pald out in wages 
increases. The average paid each 
worker grows. There is more comfort, 
more house, more meat, more bread, 
more clothes and more shoes per per- 


son. 

If the increase of population shows 
an arrest the increase of wealth and 
its distribution yearly advance.

LONG BEACH AND SAN PEDRO 


WANT WILMINGTON. | 
Sharp Contest Between the Sea- 
shore Resort and the Harbor Mu- 
nicipality for the Absorption of the 
Coveted Territory—Southern Pa- 
cific Flanges Prove Troublesome. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 13.—On Satur- 
day an election will be held in Wilming- 
ton and Long Beach on the question of 
annexing the former town to the #e4- 
shore city. This was the result of an 
attempt by some of the San Pedro resi- 
dents to annex the waterfront of Wil- 
mington without giving the citisens of 
the town any voice in the matter, and 
isolating the town. This was too bold 
a move, and then San Pedro called qn- 
other election to include Wilmington. 

By an oversight the date was set thir- 
ty days away, which enabled Long 
Beach, by a quick move, to call an 
election on the same territory two days 
earlier. Since then the fight between 
the two municipal sisters for their 
country cousin has been a hot ore, 
with a marked preference of late for 
Long Beach. 

San Pedro has been urging her cous- 
in to proceed with a plan of incorpora- 
tion rather than a union with Long 
Beach. Both towns are holding nightly 
meetings at Wilmington with band m:i- 
sic, and as a result Wilmington is in a 
decidedly uneettied frame of mind. 

TROUBLE OVER FLANGES. 

The citizens were up in arms today 
over the improving of Second street by 
the Southern Pacific, and they made 
things hot for the City Trustees for 4 
few hours. The company has replaced 
its light rails with heavier ones, thé 
ol4 rails being turned up edgewise in- 
side the new rails to form a flange for 
a groove, but wherever the main rai's 
are bolted together the flange rails 


have been cut off for a distance of. 


eighteen inches, leaving on either end 
of the opening a sharp and jagged cor- 
ner sticking up. The company planned 
to fill up between the rails and asphalt 
paving with bitumen rock tamped hard 
and smooth. but the sharp corners of 
the severed rails would be left to pun-- 
ture bicycle and auto tires and wrench 
carriage wheels off. A conference with 
Agent Guy and the Trustees resulted 
in an agreement to take up the flange 
ralls, provided that a sample of the im- 

rovement laid at the intersection of 

acifie and Second does not prove satis- 
factory. The Southern Pacific officials 
claim that the sharp edges will ‘e 
closed by the bitumen, the wheel 
flanges cutting out the groove they 
need.
